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A review indicates CG file 100-28385 serial 1 is identical 
to NY file 100-109849 serial 39. However/ page lA was not 
included in the NY file as it was a dissemination page for 
Chicago only. Therefore, page lA of CG file 100-28385 serial 
1 is now being processed for disclosure. 
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A meeting organized by ’’Frontier" Magazine, sponsored by 
PHIL KIRBY, its editor, was held at the Wilshire-Ebell Theater in Los 
Angeles on 5/25/5U, oommencing at 8:50 p.m., admission $1.50.

He pointed out that in his opinion, it was impossible to 
make peace with the Communists, but if the Dnited States would become 
a Soviet America, we could have peace tcmcrrow; however, on the 
other hand, if the Soviet Union became a democratic country like the 
United States, ':.we could also have peace tomorrow. Since neither of 
these two things is possible, we have to face reality - a third war 
la inevitable. The United States must prepare, organize, produce a
